SERIOUS CUSTOMS 
CHARGE. 


(SEFORE MR. O'SULLIVAN.) 

Messrs. Scully, drapers, Wicklow street, 
Dublin, were prosecu on three summonses 
for making, as alleged, false declarations in 
respect of the value of overcoats imported by 
them. Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C. (instructed by 
Chief State Solicitor’s Department), 
cuted, and Messrs. F. Fitzgibbon, K.C. ; 
Kk. B. Dockrell, K.C., and J. H. 8. Russell 
(instructed by Messrs. J. L. Scallan and 
Company) defended. 

Opening the case, Mr. Lavery said that the 
defendant firm were supplied with coats 
from William Riseman, don, manufac- 
turers and suppliers of coats and goods of 
the sort pateived to in the summonses. Rise- 
man's sent along an invoice to Messrs. Scully, 
and that invoice was produced by the 
authorised agent of the defendants, Mr. 
Keharty, and used for the purpose of the 


declaration of the IEA in guestion on the 
20th July, 1929. he invoice should show 
the value of the ew after the freight and 
other charges had been paid. The declara- 
tion referred to four coats, the value of 
which was given in one case at £6, less 
discount—t.e., £5 15s. 6d., and in the other 
three cases £5 each, less the same discount, 
or £4 16s. 3d. each. 
ATTACHED SKINS. 

Mr. Lavery submitted that the declaration 
was a false one, and that the value of the 
anno was considerably higher to the 
cnowledge of Mr. F. H. Giddings, managing 
director of the firm of Scully's. 

What happened, said counsel, was that two 
of the coats were Riseman’s and two were 
hought from another firm, but sent on by 
Riseman’s, The latter firm attached fur 
coilars to the four coats, the fur having been 
supplied by Mr. Giddings for the purpose. 
The coats were invoiced to Messrs. Scully, 
less the value of that fur. 

Mr. Fitzgibbon, K.C., said that there was 
no duty on furs that were not made up. 

Mr. Lavery said that what they wanted 
was the value of the garment at the’ port 
ofentry. On the first coat referred to there were 
twenty skins from South America to the valne 
of 10s. each, so that the correct value of the 
coat, less discount, was £15 15s. 6d. In the 
case of the second coat, five sable dyed skins 
had been put on to the value of 10s. each, 
making the value of the coat £7 6s. 3d. The 
two other coats were bought from Messrs. 
Tew’s, London, and sent to Riseman, who 
was told by Mr. Giddings to invoice them to 
Dublin at a price that was to Riseman 
arbitrary. It was fixed at £5. 

To one of these coats seven Tasmanian 
skins, value 27s. 6d.. were attached, making 
the total value £9 12s, 6d. In the case of 
the fourth coat, twelve American skins of a 
valne of £6 were pnt on, and that was 
additional to the invoiced value of the coat.

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“WITHIN THE LAW” AT 
THE SAVOY.

HE possibility of an honest thief gave a 

I theme for a story to Feodor 

_ Dostoievski, but a _ legal black- 
mailer is more to the taste of the 
cinema. It is with such a person 
that *‘ Within the Law ''—the principal film 
at the hing I Cinema this week—is concerned 
in showing how easy it would be for a really 
clever blackmailer to do all the most das- 
tardly and profitable work of a nefarious 
“ggg without in any way infringing the 
aw. Indeed, the film shows how a gang 
of blackmailers secured an injunction to 
restrain the police from interfering with 
them until an actual crime could be proved. 

‘Within the Law ” was a notable stage 
play twenty years ago; it is not so notable 
in these days after a long succession of 
detective and crime films, which have tended 
to tire the mind and urge a cry for relief 
from a public more than satiated with the 
doings of murderers, crooks, bootleggers, 
drug-addicts, blackmailers and gangsters. It 
is, however, such an unusually good film of 
its class that a tired public should exercise 
the right of a last respite for the crime film 
and see it. 

The basic story of ‘‘ Within the Law”’ is 
one that might as easily happen in Dublin 
as in New York. One of the employées in 
a large store is charged with larceny, and, 
despite her protestations of innocence, she is 
sentenced to a minimun» of three years and 
a maximum of five years in jail. The case 
is neither very serious nor sensational, and 
the evidence is not at all conclusive of guilt. 
So the judge awaited the suggestion of mercy 
from the employer; it did not come, and 
the girl was sent to jail. 


VOW OF VENGEANCE. 


Embittered ut the treatment meted out, she 
goes to prison vowing vengeance whenever 
the opportunity should be presented. In 
prison she meets another girl, a member of 
a gang specialising in burglary and blackmail, 
and on her release she joins this gang. She 
will have nothing crude, nothing that does 
not carry the imprint of the expert, nothin 
that will lead to jail again. In jail she had 
used her leisure for an intensive study of 
such aspects of law as would enable her to 
reach her vengeance without again endanger- 
ing her liberty. For a time after ber re- 
lease she endeavoured to ‘‘go straight,’’ 
but, on the verge of _ starvation, 
she seeks her prison friend and meets the 
leaders of the gang, but in a short while she 
is herself the unquestioned inspirer and con- 
troller. Determining that everything done 
by the gang shall be as strictly “ within the 
law ” as was her employer-accuser of the rast, 
she keeps the police bas on some particularly 
astute blackmailing business, and drives 
detectives to frenzy = her coolly daring mode 
of life. When she secured an injunction to 
restrain the police from interfering with her 
the point of exasperation was reached, and 
the Police Chief decided he must have her 
te at almost any cost. 

ursuing her plans of revenge, she meets 
the son of the man who had her imprisoned, 
and he becomes so madly infatuated that s' 
leads him easily to marriage. At a party 
given in celebration of her husband's birthday 
she announces to his father the reason for her 
marriage, and is driven from the house. Then 
comes the really complicating and exciting 
scenes of the film. A police spy came to the 
ex-leader of the gang to say that the original 
Mona Lisa nat be burgjed easily and ex- 
changed to a museum for a large sum. The 
girl is all against such burglary, but while she 
is otherwise engaged the gang decides to make 
the coup.

'GHE MOA. 


HE recent pronouncement by Mr. 
es W. R. B. Oliver, a distinguished 
naturalist, that ‘‘the world is waiting 

for a competent person to deal with the enor- 
mous amvunt of Moa materiai now stored in 
New Zea'and museums ” is perfectly correct. 
In addition, this same ‘‘ competent person,” 


whoever he may be, will find himself face | 
to face with a most interesting and difficult , 


problem—the evolution and distribution of 
the giant flightless birds, who, notwith- 
standing their rudimentary wings, useless for 
fight purposes, are found alive or fossilised in 
almost cvery quarter of the globe. 

Owing to their size and comparative 
irability to escape him, they are fast being 
exterminated by man, although the guile and 
watchfulness of a present-day representative, 
the Cassowary, has postponed the evil day of 
extinction very considerably. There is no 
doubt that man was well acquainted with the 
vecently extinct members of the group, and, 
in the case of the Moa, the prime factor in 
its disappearance. ‘The legends of the Koc, so 
familiar to all who recollect ‘* Sindbad the 
Sailor,’’ are founded on the remains and 
eggs of a gigantic flightless bird, more 
massive in build, if not actually larger, 
than the biggest Moa. ‘Ihe skulls, bones 
and eggs of this bird frequently occur 
in the marshes of Madagascar. For long the 
Arab traders were acquainted with this fact, 
and in very early times may even have known 
of the few last survivors, though this is mere 
speculation. In the case of the Moa, we 
have ample evidence that it was destroyed 
by the Maoris. 
almost every size, from that of a large goose 
to a great creature standing twelve feet high, 
evidences long freedom from persecution be- 
fore the Maoris came to New Zealand. 

The Moa was first made known to science 
by the late Sir Richard Owen, who described 
a femur received by him from New Zealand. 
Indeed, one of the last photographs of the 
great anatomist represents him standing by a 
skeleton oi cone of these gigantic birds.

doom of the Moa. 
and inoffensive species went first, until, em- 
boldened by success and hunger, the larger 
members of the group were assailed. 


A FORMIDABLE KICK. 

These great birds must have been formid- 
able enemies. A Cassowary will deliver a 
kick with its great pointed toe at the breast- 
Lone of a man, and will completely disem- 
bowel him. How much more deadly must be 
tho kick of a bird almost four or five times 
greater in bulk, especially where Dinornis 
crassus or elephantopus were 
These are birds noted for their ponderous 
limbs and mighty feet—the apotheosis of the 
beetle crusher. The best way of dodging the 
attack of an ostrich or Cassowary is to lie 
down and submit to be danced upon. 
a mode of defence would be quite useless 
with the Moas, who would simply tread their 
foe out like a pancake. 
well, to show that the birds were quite liable 
to attack unprovoked, and it 
have been an inspiring sight to 
elephantopus scouring after a Maori, 
intent on his steam-roller act. In fact, 
native tradition avers that the birds 
were somewhat sluggish in disposition. but 
dangerous to approach. Like most struthious 
binds, now extant, they were largely vege- 
tarians, and lived on green shoots, fern roots, 
and herbage. They made huge nests of grass 
and leaves—most likely vast depressions in 
the ground—and seem to have acted 
churlishly towards interlopers. The eggs were 
large and pale green in colour, and p.obably 
much in demand by the natives. Extensive 
deposits of bones, egg shells, and feathers 
have been discovered, mixed with charcoa!, 
where native fires formerly existed, and even 

rtions of muscles, skin, and feathers in 
air preservation. 

An early traveller in New Zealand, 
one Polack, a fair naturalist and a shrewd 
observer, gives some very intersting informa- 
tion about the Moa. He says: “I feel 
assured, from the many reports I receivea 
from the natives, that a species of struthio 
still exists on that interesting island, in parts 
which, perhaps, have never yet been trodden 
by man. Traditions are current among the 
elder natives of atuas, covered with hair in 
the form of birds, having waylaid former 
travellers among the forest wilds, vanquishing 
them with an overpowering strength, killing 
and devouring them.” This last, if true, 
seems to show that the Moa occasionally slew 
and ate the natives, though more probahly 
they confined themselves to picking a few tit- 
bits from the squashed remains, 


SPECIES OF MOA. 

Our judgment as to the number of species 
must obviously remain in abeyance, and even 
competent authorities are far from an agree- 
ment as to the number of species yet known 
to us. For instance, Lord Rothschild, a very 
distinguished ornithologist, admits thirtv- 
eight, while Mr. Oliver will only allow twenty- 
two, and Sir Julius Von Hoast has estab- 
lished ten species. As I remarked before, the 
expert who will tackle the problem of the 
ratitae, or flightless birds, has plenty to do, 
and an abundance of good material on which 


work. 

Large, flightless birds of equal size to tha 
largest Moa, and eve biceer, have existed 
at various times in the earth’s history. Cope 
has described Diatryma (iganta from the 
Qocene «f New Mexico, and several large 
struthious birds are recorded from English 
strata. The National Museum has a fine cast 
of the skull of one of these birds—Phororha- 
chuas, from the Argentine. When alive and 
going strong, this fearsome bird stood nearly 
fourteen feet high, possessed the beak of an 
eacle and great clawed feet. Its huge 
vulturine head was as big as a horse's, and, 
douttless, it could run nearly as fast, or, 
perhaps, faster. So terrible a carnivorous 
bird must have been a perfect scourge on the 
Pampas of those days.

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PEDIGREE STOCK. 


Arrangements have been made by the 
Department of Agriculture in Dublin with 
the Royal Agricultural Society of England 
for the reservation of the London Quarantine 
Station for a period of three weeks, from the 


Sth to the 26th, August next, for the accom- 


modation of animals purchased for imperta- 
ton into the Irish Free State. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will be prepared to 
sanction the importation of animals which 
undergo this period of quarantine, provided 
tne animals are shipped direct from London 
to Waterford at the end of the quarantine 
period by a vessel leaving Lomdon for Water- 
icrd on the 26th August, and are found free 
from disease before landing. 

In the case of pigs, the Department will 
require the animals to be isolated for a period 
of 28 days on arrival at the place of 
destination in the Irish Free State. 

It will be necessary for intending im- 
porters who desire to secure quarantine 
accommodation to make application as soon 
as possible to the Secretary, Quarantine 
Station Department, Royal Agricultural 
Society of England, 16 Bedford square, 
London, W.C.1, in the first instance. Early 
application is desirable. as delay may mean 
disappointment. Intending importers should 
at the same time notify the Secretary, De- 
partment of Agriculture (Veterinary Section), 
Dublin, €.17, of the number and classes of 
animals they intend to import. 

The Department will be prepared, as in 
the case of previous importations, to under- 
take, on behalf of the importers, the neves- 
sary arrangements with regard to the transit 
of the animals froin London and the supply 
of fodder and litter for the animals during 
the voyage, lairage accommodation at Water- 
ford (if necessary), and (if desired) the 
transit of the animals from. Waterford to 
their destinations.

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TREASURE TROVE. 


The Director of the British Museum some 
time ago issued a circular concerning treasure 
trove. The main purpose was to inform 
finders of objects o Id or silver hidden 
in the soil or in buil s that they would 
receive the full market value of the objects if 
retained for the Crown or a museum. Finders 
were informed that if the objects were not re- 
tained, the British Museum was prepared to 
sell them for the finders at the best price 
obtainable. 

The document stated that the proper 
authority to receive information of a find 
was the coroner of the district, and that if 
the Director of the British Museum were 
first informed, he would communicate with the 
local coroner. The circular also stated that 
“coins and other ancient objects of copper, 
bronze or any metal other than gold or silver, 
are not treasure trove, and finds need not 
be reported to the coroners. But the British 
Museum ig glad to hear of snch finds, and 
if they are reported to the Director, will in 
suitable cases arrange for purchase or sale.’’ 

This circular was repudiated in Scotland. 
and a statement was published to the effect 
that the British Museum had no claim to 
Scottish treasure, and that when any object 
of that nature was found in Scotland it was 
to be handed over through the agency of the 
King’s and Law Treasurer’s Remembrancer 
to the National Museum of Antiquities in 
return for reasonable remuneration. 

In the Free State the office of Receiver of 
Treasure Trove is 
Irish Academy. ® Academy, in this 
matter, is in all respects in the position of 
the British Museum. It was never the prac- 
tice in Ireland to report finds to the coroner 
of a district. The reports were made to the 
local police, and they must now be made 
to the Civic Guards. The grant which the 
Academy receives from the State is devoted 
in ge to the purchase of treasure trove, ail 
such objects being acquired for deposit in the 
National Museum. It is the practice to pay 
full market price. It has been the desire 
of the me Irish Academy that it should 
be fully known that if finders send their 
finds-to the proper authorities, they will get 
more for them than by selling to casual pur- 
chasers, as the Academy is prepared to pay 
the price, not only of intrinsic value, but, in 
addition, of the antiquarmn worth. No 
difficulty regarding treasure trove found in 
this country has arisen between the Royal 
Irish Academy and the British Museum for 
over thirty years. The Royal Irish Academy 
claitis the right of first refusal, and, where 
objects are forwarded to it, the insurance 
costs and all expenses of carriage, whether 
the object is retained or not, are discharged 
by the Royal Irish Academy.

The modern boy had a richt to 
simple Comfort and reasonable government, 
which brought out what was in him better 
than hardship and harshness. If boys were 
consistently treated as reasonable, and as 
rentlemen, they would be. reasonable, and 
they will be gentlemen all their lives.

The 
days were over when bovs of moderate ability 
could go straight from school to appoint- 
ments, except when there was strong personal 
influence. 

“It was a source of pride to them that in 
two successive years the voung orators of 
the Free State were, and are. to be repre- 
sented by Columbans. As an instrument of 
education and citizenshin, oratory had been 
too much neglected. What was chosen as a 
hasis of education in the great Roman Empire 
had surely at least a claim to some considera- 
tion to-dav.”’

said that he deemed it a great privilege to 
he with them.

Columba’s, and that thev took their games 
seriously. though he hoped not more seriously 
than their work. : 

He might not dwell upon their character- 
training, on the unselfishness that good team- 
work required. How good for the temper 
and character it was to lose with a cheerful 
smile, and what a test it was to he modest 
and unassuming in success. If they looked 
all around them during life. they would find 
that all that was worth having had sprung 
from diversity of type and personality. 
People would’ be intolerable but for their 
differences. “T do not intend to pursue this 
matter up to the- region of local or abstract 
politics,” continued Sir John, ‘“‘ except to 
say that I altogether reject the view that the 
happiness of the individual should be sub- 
ordinate to the welfare and greatness of the 
State.”

“Dunning” Letters. 


I met a man yesterday who is the 
head of a large wholesale firm in Dublin. 
He was talking of business, and told’ me 
that it was very hard to collect debts 
nowadays. People seem reluctant to part 
with their money, though they do not 
always want to avoid paying. He then 
told me the following story : 

A customer in the country owed the firm 
quite a large sum, and they were ex- 
periencing great difficulty in collecting it. 
They sent him his bill first, and, after 2 
reasonable period, a reminder. No notice 
was taken, and a further letter, somewhat 
stiffer, was issued. This also was ignored. 
Still another letter was sent, intimating 
in blunt fashion that, if the bill were 
not paid, proceedings would be taken. 
This shared the same fate. As the customér

Ancient Superstitions Killed. 


T. in common with the rest of the world. 
had often heard that a person falling from 
a great height lost consciousness before 
reaching earth, but I notice that.since the 
advent of parachute-jumping from aero- 
planes this theory has received its death 
blow. Experiments, with the avowed pur- 
pose of testing this theory, were made 
recently at Dayton, Ohio, U.S.A. Num- 
bers of airmen jumped from their ‘planes 
at a great height, and abstained from 
opening their parachutes until they had 
fallen 1,500 or 2,000 feet. One and all. 
they reported that full consciousness was 
retained during the fall, and the old idea 
that a man falling from a great height 
would be dead before he struck the ground 
is effectually disproved, inasmuch as not 
one of these men has suffered in any way 
fro mhis drop. : 

Another ancient theory to be revised 
as a result of these experiments is that 
which governs the acceleration of falling 
bodies. Theoretically, a falling body will 
drop 16 feet in the first second, 33 feet 
the next, 66 feet at the third. and so on 
as long as it keeps falling. Actually a 
man of 12 or 13 stone weight will never 
attain a speed of more than 120 miles 
an hour, or 176 feet a second, no matter 
how far he drops before opening his 
parachute. The reason is that the rule 
applies only to bodies dropping in a 
vacuum. Ip actual practice the resist- 
ance of the air becomes so great as speed 
increases that there is a limiting velocity 
beyond which an object cannot pass. :

A friend who has just returned from 5 
visit to Berlin has given me an interest- 
ing description of the wonderful new bath- 
ing establishment—the Stadthad J/iffte— 
which was opened about a year ago in a 
poor district of the city especially tor the 
benefit of working-class people. The great 
central swimming pool is sixty-six yards 
long by twenty-hve yards wide, and the 
water is changed every four hours and 
purified by the addition of chlorine. The 
model dressing-rooms have two doors: one 
for the bather entering with shoes on; 
the other for going to and from the bath. 
There are private baths, both shower and 
ordinary; hair-dressing rooms and gym- 
nastrc rooms. There are al! kinds of medt- 
cal, Turkish and vapour baths, so that the 
humble patient can get all the advantages 
of continental spas at a moderate charge: 
i and, of course, there is artificial sunlight 
as well as a large flat roof provided with 
mattresses, where people can lie and bask 
in the natural rays of the sun. The above

Fireka’ls in Tune. 


Though June, with its twilight nights. 
is not very favourable for the observation 
of .meteoric phenomena, vet occasionally 
brilliant fireballs make their appearance, 
and sometimes even quite a considerable 
number of meteors have been observed on 
the same night. Active periods occur on 
the 9th and 11th, when moonlight will 
not be troublesome, with maxima between 
10.30 p.m. and 2 a.m. on the next morn- 
ing. the shower on the night of the 11th 
and early hours of the 12th being some- 
what more intense than on the 9th. One 
of the greatest showers in the month 
takes place on the 17th. with maxima in 
the early afternoon and late about mid- 
night. The 23rd is similarly distinguished, 
though in a lesser degree, and there are 
some large maxima on the 26th and 27th. 
The largest showers towards the end of 
the month occur on the 29th. with maxima 


about 6 p.m. and around midnight.

I see that wireless in the home is likely 
| to develop a new utility presently. House- 
wives will be interested in the discovery, 
just announced, of a Danish scientist, that 
such food-stuffs as milk, vegetables and 
fruit can be kept fresh indefinitely if they 
are placed within the range of an ultra 
short-wave radio ray. The wave length 
of this ray is as low as 25 centimetres, or 
more than 6,000 times shorter than the 
wave used by the Daventry National Wire- 
transmitter. Its action operates 
through walls, metal or wooden con- 
tainers, and through glass. A tiny instru- 
ment, little larger than a portable wireless 
transmitter, and using less power than 
an ordinary electric light globe, is 
sufficient fo keep fresh anything stored 
within a radius of sixty or seventy feet. 
according to the scientist’s claims. 
Experiments in Amsterdam are reported 
to have been satisfactory. Eggs broken and 
put on plates have been kept fresh for 
several months, while equally definite 
results have been obtained with milk, 
which has kept good for several weeks. 
Pears have remained unchanged by ex- 
posure, and the same applies to new 
potatoes which had been taken from the 
ground more than a year previously.

Ice. 


I cannot say with certainty who first 
thought of tempering hot days with iced 
drinks, but the credit of first providing an 
adequate supply of ice in summer is 
assigned to an American merchant named 
Tudor. In 1805 this estimable man fitted 
out a barque at Boston, Mass., in which 
he conveyed a cargo of ice from Labrador 
to Martinique. Soon a fair trade in 
summer ice was established, not only in 
the West Indies, but in the United States, 
and in 1839 cnterprising Yankee skippers 
began to run cargoés across to India. For 
a long time before refrigeration made 
home production a possibility America 
monopolised the ice market of the world. 


Swift’s Rival,

A of the Londonderry Corporation to- 
dav. the Electrical Engineer (Mr. R. V. 
Macrory) reported that applications had been 
made to him on several occasions recently by 
local manufacturers for a reduction in power 
rates. He had, in conjunction with the Chair- 
man, given the matter the most careful con- 
sideration. and recommended the ‘following :— 
(a) Power rate—That this be modified so 
that after a consumption of 25,000 units per 
quarter, the rate be reduced to jd. per unit. 
(b) Power, lighting and heating—That this 
be modified so that the fixed charge for any 
demand up to 10 k.w. be 70s. per k.w. per 
quarter, and all in excess 20s. per k.w. per 
quarter.

The Indian Conference. 


The text of the correspondence between 
Mr. Baldwin and the Prime Minister on 
the subject of the India Round Table Con- 
ference was published last night. On the 
whole, Mr. Baldwin’s contribution is dis- 
appointing. His sins, as usual, are those 
of omission; the little that he says is 
sound enough. He objects, for instance, 
to the proposed resumption of the Federal 
Structure Committee’s sittings during the 
summer holiday, and advises either a 
postponement until the later autumn or 
an immediate convocation of the Com- 
mittee before the August adjournment. 
Further trifling criticisms concerning the 
number and personnel of Indian and 
British representatives are made, and the 
salient feature of the whole affair is men- 
tioned only once, when Mr. Baldwin 
ventures, almost humbly, doubt 
whether “ useful results will be possible 
long as the atmosphere 
is so deeply in India.” 
Mr. Baldwin that the de- 
partments have been working upon the 
agreed resolutions—they were not many— 
of the last Conference, and that they will 
be able to ‘‘ lay before the Committee the 
fruits of their labours.’’ He assumes, too, 
that ‘‘the safeguards upon which the 
British delegation insisted’’ must be 
accepted “ as a basis of the future dis- 
cussions.” Finally, he the 
hope that “neither the Federal Relations 
Committee nor the Round Table Con- 
ference are to do the work of a constituent

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, reading this 
mild effusion, as we may suppose, with 
great relief, has answered it with great 
care. Dealing with the date of the Federal 
Structure Committee’s meeting, he agrees 
politely with Mr. Baldwin’s objections, 
but deplores that necessi.- forces t;.e 
choice of so inconvenient a moment. On 
all tactical trifles he is more than anxious 
to confer with Mr, Baldwin, and he goes 
so far as to suggest that a further meeting 
of the Minorities Committee may be neces- 
sary. Wielding his advantage to the full, 
Mr. Macdonald waxes almost generous. He 
is much concerned at the unfortunate lack 
of concord manifested in regard to the 
‘‘ communal question.’’ ‘ It would be far 
better,” he agrees, “if it were settled in 
India between those concerned.’’ As to 
the rest, he assures Mr. Baldwin that the 
scope of all future discussions will be deter- 
mined by the conclusions of the last con- 
ference and the Viceroy’s statement of 
March 5th. They will include, says Mr. 
Macdonald, “' federation, Indian respon- 
sibility, and reservations or safeguards in 
the interests of India for such matters as 
defence, external affairs, the position of 
minorities, financial credit of India and 
the discharge of liabilities.’ He admits 
that the Federal Structure Committee 
and the Round Table Conference cannot 
remove any legislative responsibility from 
the Imperial Parliament. 

While Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Macdonald 
are discussing suitable dates and ‘‘ com- 
munal questions,’ a pertineht comment 
upon the situation comes from an Indian 
Nationalist. “The British bayonet in 
India,” says this man, “ no longer can 
conquer or pfotect.’’ Indeed, if Mr. 
Baldwin and Mr. Macdonald can be taken 
as fair samples of British political 
thought, he is right. The questions that 
Mr. Baldwin ought to have raised are 
harsh in their simplicity. It was his duty 
to state boldly that, while the ‘‘ com- 
mun4l atmosphere was so deeply disturbed 
in India,” no meeting of any committee 
or conference to deliberate upon India’s 
future could be useful either in the 
late autumn or at any other period 
of this year or next.. When Hindu and 
Moslem can dwell together in amity, such 
conference may be possible; in the 
meanwhile, Britain must wait for 
these Greek Kalends. Another point 


that Mr. Baldwin might have raised 


with advantage was the definition of a 
minority in tle East. To the Oriental a 
minority is the weak and not the 
numerfedily few. Modern conditions in 
India have accorded to the Hindus a 
political importance out of all proportion 
to their real deserts. In the south no 
objections can be raised against their pre- 
dominance ; in the north many objections 
can—and, in fact, will—be raised against 
it. Mr. Baldwin’s most serious omission 
was his neglect to insist that Mahatma 
Gandhi, if he comes to England, shall not 
arrive with any false hopes concerning the 
safeguards. Unhappily, however, by his 
‘moderation ” he has played into Mr. 
Macdonald’s hands. 


Conflict in China. 


With the fracture of her oriental shell 
China has cast off something of her tradi- 
tional dignity of movement. Nevertheless, 
even her bloodiest civil war does not begin 
with the lack of ceremony of, say, a coup 
in Madrid. A month has passed since, 
with the dismissal of the Chinese People’s 
Convention, Canton proclaimed its inde- 
pendence of the Nanking Government, and 
still the inevitable hostilities are deferred. 


One is inclined, indeed, to doubt whether 


Nanking has any heart for war. Chiang 
Kai-shek, the President of the Republic, 
has proved himself on more occasions 
than one to be a man of straw. His 
weakness as a general became manifest in 
the early part of last year, when only the 
intervention of Chang Hsueh-liang, the 
all-powerful Governor of Manchuria, saved 
the Nanking Government from overthrow ; 
and his conduct in the face of the threat 
from Canton shows him to be equally 
lacking in the quality of statesmanship. 
On paper Chiang retains very considerable 
strength. Large forces, which, 
appears,. continue in their allegiance to 
Nanking, have been campaigning for many 
months against Communists in Honan. 
If they had been recalled before the move- 
ment at Canton had grown formidable, 
there never might have been a revolu- 
tionary Government. As things are, the 
delay has allowed virtually every man of 
talent in China to join the insurgents’ 
standard. Among them are Sun Fo— 
whose father was Sun Yat-sen, the maker 
of modern China—and the notorious 
Eugene Chen, who, having returned from 
Moscow, énjoys the portfolio of Foreign 
Affairs in the new Government. Canton’s 
weakness lies in the fact that it appears 
to have no settled policy beyond a desire 
to oust Chiang Kai-shek. A decisive move- 
ment or a decisive statement of policy on 
Chiang’s part would be sufficient to set it by 
the ears; but he has chosen to disregard 
the Cantonese menace and to retain the 
bulk of his army in action against the 
Communist banditry in other provinces. 
The remainder of his forces is 
mobilising in the provinces of Kiangsi 
and Fukien, which lie between the in- 
surgent city and Nanking. Apparently 
he hopes that the Cantonese, who have 
nothing like the financial resources of 
Nanking, will be compelled to risk a battle 
before their preparations are complete. 
The plan is sound enough, but there are só 
many weaknesses on both sides that prog- 
nostication of the event of the approaching 
conflict. is. almost impossible. Yet it is 
safe to assume that, even if Chiang is not 
actually deposed, his alleged ambition will 


suffer a severe pruning. 


An Argument for Peace. 


To-day Britain, the most peaceful 
country in the world, possesses the 
world’s most formidable fighting-machine. 
The new interceptor fighter, the Hawker 
Fury, has been supplied already to one 
squadron of the Royal Air Force, and 
soon will replace older fighters in other 
units. This terror of the skies has a top 
speed of 214 miles an hour and climbs to 
a height of 20,000 feet in eleven minutes, 
while maintaining a forward speed of 150 
miles an hour. Its speed is over sixty 
miles an hour faster than that of the 
four-year-old fighters which it will re- 
place, and its steepest climb is faster than 
their level flight. The Hawker Fury made 
its first public appearance last Saturday, 
and had completed its first climb when 
No. 600 (City of London) Squadron came 
in formation over the aerodrome, travel- 
ling at 120 miles an hour. The Fury, 
says the Aeronautical Correspondent of 
The Times, made the Wapiti day 
bombers appear “ to be merely gliding.’’ 
No machine gunner in a bombing aero- 
plane could hope to get it over his sights, 
and his pilot never could get out of the 
line of fire while the Fury was within 
range. The Hawker Fury is called an 
interceptor because its task in the next 
war will be the interception of foreign 
raiders. Starting from London, at the 
first warning of the coast-watcher, it 
could be among them in less than twenty 
minutes; and it will be an astonishingly 
fast raider that will be able to evade the 
Fury or to defend itself. The Fury will 
upset many established views concerning 
aerial warfare, and, perhaps, will be. a 
not less effective guarantee of Europe's 
peace than any which has been evolved 
at Geneva. In another direction that 
very gallant arm, the Italian Air Force, 
is athirst for new achievement. Some 
months ago an Italian squadron, led by 
General Balbo, the Chief of the Air Force, 
crossed the Atlantic to Brazil, and now 
Italy contemplates a formation flight 
round the world. The route will be by 
way of the Azores to New York, thence 
by the Panama Canal to the Pacific coast, 
northwards to Canada, on to Japan, 
China and India, and back into the 
Mediterranean. Sixty officers and men 
are in. training for this magnificent 
adventure. 


Rubs of the Green. 


There are still stern spirits among us 
who refuse to recognise a pastime as spurt 
unless it contains an appreciable element 
of risk. To these covert-shooting is an un- 


| worthy slaughter of the innocents, and, no 


doubt, their opinion of golf in these islands 
is that of the sergeant-major who con- 
temptuously described it as ‘‘ ’ockey at the 
‘alt.’ Golf at Jinja, however, appears to 
be a game after their own heart. Last

dog when he was confronted by a hostile 
hippopotamus.

severely hurt Mr. Wickham. It appears 
that hippopotami on the Jinja links are 
quite ordinary visitors ; for a local by-law 
permits the removal of a ball from their 
footprints without penalty. Indeed, they 
seem actually to be encouraged. The links 
overlook the Ripon Falls, where the Nile 
emerges from Victoria Nyanza, and the 


hippopotami are held to furnish interest, 


though scarcely beauty, to the surroundings. 
Not cherishing the atavistic proclivities of 
the professional danger-lover, we are 
disposed to question the prudence of such 
tolerance, in spite of the assertion that the 
hippopotami pay frequent and, as it is 
claimed, courtly visits to gardens in the 
township. We hope that Mr. Wickham 
will make a good recovery, and that the 
episode will convert the local authorities 
to a more critical attitude concerning the 
propriety of hippopotami on golf links. 
No one will deny that appropriate flora 
and fauna do much to enhance the 
pleasure of -a round, but the mere 
prospect of an encounter with a hippo- 
potamus at Portmarnock er Delgany would 
add at least eighteen strokes to our 
customary “ cricket ” score.

Written to preserve the copyright, ‘‘ The 
Admirable Bashville’’ has never threatened 
to be one of Bernard Shaw's most popular 
plays. Its lack of popular appeal may be due 
to the fact that it is written in blank verse 
‘‘in the rigmarole stvle,” but if it were 
always acted in the vivacious manner of its 
first production at the Abbey Theatre last 
night, it might very soon become a serious 
rival to that thwarted version of a Shaw 
pay known as “ The 3 

aken from the novel known as “ Cashel 
Byron's Proíession,” the play is entirely 
about Byron, and not at all about Bashville. 
Why Bashville, however admirable he may 
have been, should be permitted to give a false 
impression to playgoers has never been 
adequately explained by Mr. Shaw, and the 
play would have been much better appreciated 
had it been unashamedly known as a play 
about prize-fighting. 


SHAW HITS OUT. 


It is a play really in which Shaw himself 
does most of the sparring, and in which he 
delivers some very well-aimed and excellently 
timed blows at almost everything held sacred 
in England twenty to thirty years ago. In 
days when the victors of the ring are among 
the most honoured and the highest paid 
persons in the world Lydia Carew’s fortune 
would have been quite modest; and in our 
own day we have seen a world champion wed 
the daughter of one of the leaders of Ameri 
can society. In the good days of leg-of- 
mutton sleeves, four-in-hands and Dun. 
drearies, of course, such a mésalliance would 
have ostracised the contracting parties; 
to-day it is regarded as a quiet joke, at which 
audiences will mildly laugh in the theatre. 

The play is filled with the opportunities for 
laughter, and last night every opportunity 
was drained to its utmost. From quiet smiles 
to almost hysterical peals the humour appre 
ciatively trickled, until the actors permitted 
themselves to proceed. That is not to indi- 
cate in any way that the little play has not 
also the serious earnestness of Bernard Shaw 
Almost everything that he has agitated in 
his most seriously intentioned plays will be 
found in “ The Admirable Bashville,”’ but 
they are so clothed that the serious 
intention flutters into coloured  airvness. 
When Cashel Byron runs into the life of 
Lydia Carew, followed by his trainer, Bob 
Mellish, he sets two hearts a-thumping: but 
when he enters the prize-ring only Lydia's 
keeps up the love-pace. So for three short 
acts the game of love follows on the game of 
the prize-ring, until the great fight with 
Paradise in the “ Hall of Husbandry’”’ at 
Islington. There civilisation is arraigned in 
the fullest Shavian terms by the dusky chief, 
Cetewayo, whose faultless clothing attracts 
more attention than his ebony face. As the 
fight proceeds Cetewayo's excitement so 
masters his discretion that he enters the fray, 
and is promptly joined by the entire assembly. 
Cashel Byron is victorious over the whole lot, 
but he «scapes only after he had left a piece 
of his thigh in the mouth of Paradise. Splen- 
did fooling, excellently acted and staged.

THE PLAYERS. 


Lvdia Carew has not had much attention 
paid to her charms, but Miss Eileen Crowe 
has definitely placed those charms in the fore- 
front of Shavian womanhood. Last night no 
member of the audience would have said of 
her ' Mv God, what women ”' This perform- 
ance certainly presents Miss Crowe in a new 
light, a light in which her most fervent 
admirers would never have placed her beiore. 
Cashel Byron is not one of Mr. Arthur 
Shields’ absolute successes. but he cot a rood 
deal from the part: and with his trainer, Bob 
Mellish,. ss acted by Mr. P. J. Carolen, 
managed to be responsible for most of the 
laughter. Mr. Carolan’s Mellish was a deli-ht : 
he has evidently studied with some assiduity 
the ways «f boxing-trainers, and he made his 
every movement a piece of quiet satire. 

The great event of the evening was the 
appearance of Mr. Rutherford Mavne as ete- 
wayo, so that he had merely to he himself to 
he amusing. His comments on English civili- 
sation went right home, and his frenzied inter- 
vention 'n the fight was just what the audi- 
ence eagerly anticipated. Messrs. F. J. 
McCormick and Denis O'Dea had the least 
buoyant parts of all, but each made the most 
of the cppertunities at his disposal. The 


newspaper description of the fight was de- | 


livered by Mr. O'Dea with such energy that 
the blank verse of Shaw seemed like verv 
good descriptive reporting. The whole cast 
acquitted itself so admirahly that ‘‘ The 
Admirable Bashville ” may be acclaimed an 
Abhev Theatre suecess.

PROBLEM OF NEXT 
YEAR'S MEETING. 


‘TBE third International Grand Prix 

Motor Races have been most success- 
ful from a sporting point of view. From’a 
financial standpoint, however, they have 
been a failure, and the problem that con- 
fronts the Organising Committee is— 
whether it will possible to hold another 
Grand Prix Race next year. 

Public interest in last week's races was 
far greater than that shown in either of 
the two preceding fixtures, and ii the 
weather had been fine, there would, in- 
deed, have been a credit balance. The 
Irish International Grand Prix Motor 
Races, organised by the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club, have beer unfortunate in 
some respects. In the firs: year, although 
the weather was fine, the attendances were 
not large, but a loss of something over 
£5,000 was met by a grant from the Dail: 

Last year the weather was r, and, 
in addition, a tramway and omnibus strike 
kept the attendances so low that there was 
another deficit of approximately £1,400, 
the guarantors being called upon to pay. 
It was recognised then that but for the 
circumstances the races would have been 
successful, and it was decided to hold the 
third Irish Grand Prix Races if 
the guarantees reached a sufficient amount. 
Even at the last moment the guarantees 
came in so slowly that it seemed as if the 
races would have to be abandoned. 


CALL ON GUARANTORS. 


Last week’s bad weather means a further 
call upon the guarantors. The 1930 call 
was ls: 9d. in the £. This year it may 
be anything from 2s. 6d. to 3s. 6d. It is 
too early yet to make a_ trustworthy 
estimate of the amount. The Committee, 
however, has made every effort to curtail 
expense, r@ducing even the prize fund 
from £3,500 to £2,000. As other retrench- 


ments also have been made, the figure of 


expense will be a minimum. Last Friday’s 
attendance in the Phenix Park numbered 
only a few thousands, and Saturday’s fell 
far short of that for the concluding day 
last year. 

A serious effort is being made to con- 
tinue the races next year, but unless great 
pressure is brought to bear upon the Race 
Organising Committee within the next 
week or two, they will have no option but 
to abandon the meeting. This would be a 
great loss to the Free State. The races 
now are known on the Continent as the 
fastest and safest motor road races in the 
world. Six races have now been held, 
and in not one has a competitor been 
injured: in last week’s races there was no 
accident to a competing car. 

As a result of a movement now on foot 
the public will be given an opportunity to 
express their good-will towards the races, 
and to make known their desire that they 
should be held next year. Nothing 
definite will be known for a little time, 
but if certain proposals are accepted the 
whole programme of the races may be so 
altered as to make them still more 
popular.

THE LAND TAA. 


The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article :—To-day the House of Commons 
comes to grips with the land tax section 
of the Finance Bill, and will have to 
decide how far amendment can remedy 
the disastrous principles which the pro- 
posals embody. There can no longer be 
any ambiguity, as there might have been 
during the second reading debate, about 
the character and the effect of the pro- 
jected tax 

After referring to the criticisms of the 
measure which have been advanced by 
various individuals and _ organisations, 
The Times proceeds:—The consensus of 
criticism has already shaken the solidarity 
of the Socialist Party, and even of the 
Liberal-Socialist alliance. The Socialists 
propose to urge the exemption from this 
beneficial tax of land owned by trade 
unions —an amazing suggestion — by 
friendly societies, and by both provided 
and non-provided schools. The Liberal 
Party want the exemption of playing 
fields, and suggest that the amount of 
income tax paid upon the profits from 
land should be deducted from the amount 
of the new tax payable. 

PERNICIOUS TAXATION. 

All these proposals are in direct con- 
tradiction to the principle of the tax. 
They extend the categories of the private 
ownership of land, whightis not a crime. 
They provide that wheh ‘timd is deevloped 
there should be no special fine on the 
owner. The Liberal amendments, there- 
fore, are good so far as they go, but they 
do not go very far. They leave out of 
account altogether the injustices in the 
basis of valuation, and notably the inclu- 
sion of improvements in taxable value.

HEN the Dail meets to-morrow the 
debate on the estimates for the 
Fisheries and Gaeltacht Services will be 
continued. The Town Tenants Bill will 
probably be further advanced in its Com- 
mittee stage. 

Much interest is centred in the state- 
ment which Mr. McGilligan will make on 
the recent developments in connection with 
the Electricity Supply Board, but it seems 
unlikely that it can be expected this week, 
as Mr. McGilligan has been exceptionally 
busy since his return from Berlin. 


THE IRISH RAILWAYS. 

Mr. McGilligan is also expected to have 
a good deal that is interesting to say on 
the estimates for railways, which may 
possibly come up for discussion this week. 
He may indicate when the promised 
Transport Bill, which it is expected, will 
relieve the position of the railways, will be 
introduced, and may give an outline of the 
intentions of the Government in this 
matter. There will also, no doubt, be 
some comments by the deputies from 
Donegal on the recent crisis in connection 
with the Lough Swilly Railway. 

Mr. McGilligan, it is hoped, will give 
some definite information as to the pro- 
gress of the Drumm Battery and when the 
new coaches which are to be run on the 
Dublin-Greystones line during the present 
season will be operated. 


THE CASINO PROPOSAL. 

With regard to the report circulated re- 
cently that the Government would be asked 
to give its approval to the setting up of a 
Casino at Bray, I am informed authorita- 
tively that the proposed scheme has been 
rejected by the Government. This means 
that the legislation necessary will not be 
forthcoming. 

The scheme provided that the promoters 
would either, build a_ big hotel at Bray 
or take up one of the existing hotels there 
and run it as a casino exclusively for 
outside people. 


NO TAX ON ** SWEEP” TICKETS. 

It 1s understood that the Free State 
Government have definitely decided 
against the suggestion that the Exchequer 
should tax sweepstake tickets. A tax of 
sixpence on every ticket sold was sug- 
gested. This, in the aggregate, assuming 
that the sale of tickets on subsequent 
sweepstakes rose to the figures of the 
recent Derby sweepstake, would bring in 
a very substantial sum. Naturally, the 
Government would be glad to avail the1n- 
selves of such a promising source of 
revenue; but, on the other hand, they 
disliked the impression which would be 
created in other countries if they had a 
direct interest in the sale of tickets. 
Moreover, they considered that such a tax 
would seriously affect the sale of tickets 
generally. 

At the sitting of the Senate to-morrow 
the Postponement of Elections Bill and 
the Betting Bill will be. taken in Com- 
mittee. 


DRILLING IN THE

THE GOVERNMENT'S 
VIEW.

It is notorious that such activities are being 
earried on in the Dublin Mountains, while 
police reports from Tipperary, Cork, Kerry, 
Leitrim and Donegal indicate that there is 
considerable drilling in these counties. 
Leitrim is said to be particularly bad. 

While the authorities are fully cognisant 
of these operations, they do not regard them 
as a serious menace to the State, though they 
may in some places lead to temporary dis- 
order. 

It is more likely, as Mr. Blythe pointed 
out in his speech, that the intention is to 
use these ‘‘forces’’ for the purpose of 
intimidating voters at the coming general 
election. Meanwhile the police authorities 
are increasing their efforts in regard to these 
secret drillings. The proposed new bill, which 
is intended to increase the powers of the 
Civic Guard in various respects, will be 
introduced shortly in the Dail.

LORD KYLSANT IN 
COURT.

ORD KYLSANT made a second appear- 
L ance before the Lord Mayor at the 
Guildhall, London, yesterday, to answer 
charges connected with the conduct of the 
Royal Mail Steam Packet Company. At 
all material times he was chairman and 
managing director of the company, and at 
the first hearing he was charged on two 
summonses with, in May, 1927, and May, 
1928, making, or publishing, or concurring 
in so doing, annual reports of the directors 
of the company for the years 1926 and 
1927 which he knew to be false in a 
material particular, with intent to defraud 
the shareholders of the company. 

With Lord Kylsant appeared Mr. Harold 
John Morland, the auditor of the com- 
pany, who was alleged to have aided and 
abetted him. 

When evidence had been taken from two 
witnesses the Court adjourned until 
Wednesday. 


THE ADDITIONAL CHARGE. 

At the first hearing of the case last 
Tuesday, a further charge was made 
against Lord Kylsant—that on June 29th, 
1928, he made, circulated, or FH 
or concurred in making, circulating, or 
publishing, a prospectus which he knew 
to be false in a material particular, with 
intent to induce persons to entrust or 
advance property to the company. 

Mr. D. N. Pritt, K.C., who appeared for 
the prosecution, in his opening statement, 
which occupied the whole of last Tues- 


day’s hearing, said that the essence of the 


charges was that Lord Kylsant, in 1927 
and 1928, by a profit and loss account and 
balance sheet, for the form of which it was 
alleged he was personally responsible, re- 
presented to his shareholders and to the 
world in general that in each of the two 
years 1926 and 1927 the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet group had made large trad- 
ing profits, whereas in truth, so far as 
trading was concerned, the group had made 
serious losses. 

The prosecution, continued counsel, said 
that Mr. Morland, as auditor of the 
Royal Mail Steam. Packet Company, 
knew perfectly well what was being done 
by Lord Kylsant, and that he acquiesced 
in the course of conduct that was being 
pursued, and signed a statement at the 
foot of the balance-sheet that it gave a 
correct description of the company’s posi- 
tion. 

Mr. Pritt alleged that the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet figures in 1926 were wrong 
by £1,159,988, and in 1927 were wrong by 
£1,120,249. 

The Lord Mayor said he had come to 
the opinion that the Crown were entitled 
to present all their evidence as a whoie 
before he came to any decision. 


_ LORD PLENDER’S EVIDENCE. 

Lord Plender, the well-known chartered 
accountant, was examined by Mr. Pritt, 
K.C., for the prosecution, and said that 
in the Trade Facilities Act discussions 
Lord Kylsant acted for the companies in 
the Royal Mail Steam Packet group. Mr. 
Morland was still assisting the ae 
ment in certain matters connected with 
the Act, but as a member of Price, Water- 
house and Co., who were acting for some 
of the group, he did not intervene in the 
matter at all. 

He (Lord Plender) was advising the 
Government in respect of its guarantees. 
There was no reflection on Messrs. Price, 
Waterhouse and Co., or on any of the 
other auditing firms acting for several of 
the companies, to whom guarantees had 
been given in the appointment of an 
independent accountant. 


EVIDENCE WITHDRAWN. 

Lord Plender referred to the appoint- 
ment of Sir Wililam:M‘Clintock, and was 
proceeding to reply to counsel’s questiors 
as to discussions of proposals for recon- 
struction of some of the companies when 
Sir John Simon, K.C., for Lord Kylsant, 
and Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., for Mr. 
Morland, objected that the evidence was 
inadmissible—that it was evidence of 
nothing affecting the charges. 

After a discussion the prosecution with- 
drew Lord Plender’s evidence. 

Lord Plender said that he appeared on 
subpoena served by the Director of Public 
Prosecutions, with the object, as he under- 
stood it, of merely narrating the steps 
which led to Sir William M‘Clintock’s 
appointment. 

The next witness was Sir William 
M‘Clintock, who spoke of the report he 
had made after investigating early last 
year the affairs of the R.M.S.P. Meat 
Transport, Ltd., for the year 1926, when 
it showed a loss, and for 1927, when there 
was a profit, and said that the company 
had brought in transfers fror: old reserves 
for each of these years. Sir John Simon 
objected to the term “ old reserves,’’ and 
Sir Willfam said that it might be qualified 
by describing them as reserves existing 
before the beginning of 1926. The com- 
pany declared a dividend which absorbed 
£55,000 each year. 


THE NELSON COMPANIES. 


Sir William next dealt with the two 
Nelson companies who made trading profits 
in those years. In 1926 there — ere 
transfers from reserves amounting 
£185,859, and nothing in 1927. In 
December, 1927, they declared bonuses, 
and cheques for £300,000 in all were issued 
to the R.M.S.P. Company, the only share- 
holder of both companies. 

Referring to the Pacific Steam Naviga- 
tion Company accounts, Sir William said 
that in 1926 they showed, after charging 
depreciation, a profit of £60,552, whereas, 
according to his figures, there was a loss 
of £183,755. The difference, £244,287, was 
made up of “ various old reserves and the 
profits from the sale of vessels.” 

Sir William also gave evidence as to the 
year 1927, and the Court adjourned until

‘ Dean Prime Mintster,—I think that 
it would be well, in view of our recent dis- 
cussions, clearly to set out the views of my 
colleagues and myself upon certain of the 
questions that have emerged in connection 
with the re-assembly of the Round Table 
Conference upon the Indian Constitution. 

“ I understand from you that you pro- 

se to call together once again the Federal 
Relations Committee, and that you have 
been considering August or September as 
possible months for the renewal of its dis- 
cussions. My friends and I, whilst most 
anxious to fall in with any practical pro- 
posals as to date, feel most strongly that

there are grave objections against the re- 
sumption of these most important discus- 
sions during the weeks of the summer 
holiday. i 

“ Apart from the physical strain of 
carrying on the work at the end of an 
onerous session, there is the graver objec- 
tion that during the months of August 
and September it will not be possible for 
the Opposition delegates to consult their 
colleagues or to keep in touch with 
members of the party. This objection 
seems to me decisive ; for without such con- 
sultation our representatives. cannot speak 
with the necessary authority, and would 
be unable to takes decisions of consequence. 
We hold, therefore, that it would be more 
conducive to success that the Federal Re- 
lations Committee and the Conference 
should not meet until the autumn, when it 
would be possible to maintain this 
liaison, and to carry the deliberations to 
an end without any adjournment—a point 
m itself of great importance. 

‘‘ If there are insuperable objections to 
a postponement until the autumn, we hold 
that the best course, although it is open 
to many objections, is that the Federal 
Relations Committee should be summoned 
at once, and should make an effort to com- 
plete its work before the August adjourn- 
ment. 

‘‘ Whilst, however, we are ready to co- 
operate once again in the work of the Com- 
mittee, we must clearly state our views 
that we are extremely doubtful as to useful 
results being possible as long as the com- 
munal atmosphere is so deeply disturbed 
in India. 

““A second question arises as to the 
personnel of the Committee. JI under- 
stand from you that it is proposed to add 
certain representative Indians to the 
Federal Relations Committee I feel sure 
that your decision is justified, but I feel 
equally sure that the Committee would be 
greatly strengthened by the inclusion of 
some additional British representatives, 
whose special qualifications would be 
generally admitted. Whilst I do not wish 
to mention names in this letter, I should 
be prepared to make suggestions to you. 

“ I assume from the declarations of the 
Government that the Federal Relations 
Committee is to resume where the work 
was left off in January. Questions are 
not to be re-opened that were then settled. 
Particularly must the safeguards upon 
which the British delegation insisted be 
accepted as a basis of the future discus- 
sions. 

‘‘T further assume that the departments 
have been working since January upon 
the lines sketched by the Committee, and 
that the Government will be in a position 
to lay before the Committee the fruits of 
their labours and the actual proposals 
that they have to make. 

‘Finally, I understand that it is still 
agreed that neither the Federal Relations 
Committee nor the Round Table Con- 
ference are to do the work of a constituent 
assembly ; that their purpose is to ascer- 
tain whether agreement can be reached on 
the broad lines of a settlement, and that 
when thev have finished their work it will 
be for His Majesty’s Ministers to frame 
and present to Parliament the proposals 
of the Government for the future Constitu- 
tion of India in the form of a bill, which 
will then foliow the procedure laid down 
by statute. - 

“I shall be glad to hear from you that 
I have rightly understood the points that 
I have raised. Without a clear under- 
standing of the nature of the work that 
is to be undertaken and of the methods 
that are to be adopted for completing it, 
the co-operation that we all desire in face 
of a great national problem is bound to 
become more difficult.—Yours sincerely, 
Stantey BALDWIN.

EMPLOYES’ WAGES. 


REDUCTIONS IN CONCILIATION 
GRADES.

FORCE FOR A YEAR. 


THE Irish Railway Wages Board, Mr. Justice Wylie presiding, sitting 
at 24 Upper Merrion street, Dublin, yesterday, gave its decision on 
the question of the proposed reduction of the salaries and wages of the 
employés of the Irish railway companies, which had been referred to it. 
The companies had asked for reductions, and the men’s organisations had 


made counter-proposals. 


The Board's decision was announced as follows :— 


** All conciliation grades, including drivers, firemen and cleanere— 
A deduction of 43 per cent. off all earnings, with a proviso that no em- 
ployé’s earnings shall be reduced below 40s. for any week.

“ The agreement to remain in force for twelve months, terminable 
by three months’ notice on either side.

THE CLAIMS OF BOTH PARTIES. 


The associated railway companies had 
applied for a ten per cent. reduction in 
wages and salaries, the abolition of 
guaranteed day and week, and of addi- 
tional pay for night and Sunday duty. 

The National Union of Railwaymen 
claimed an adult minimum wage of £5 
per week, a scale for juniors accordingly, 
an eight-hour day or a 48-hour week, and 
an annual holiday with pay of not less 
than twelve days. 

Mr. W. H. Morton, replying on behalf 
of the associated Irish railways, said that 
before the decision was announced Senator 
O'Farre]l had stated that things were not 
so bad as the companies made out, and 
that too gloomy a view was being taken 
of the situation. Well, the companies 
had given exact figures to the end of 1950, 
and, although he was not a pessimist, he 
could not be an optimist. When one 
saw the receipts fallinz down more pre- 
cipitably than ever—being down by 
£125,000 for five months of 1931—when 
there was no sign of a decrease in the 
rate of abatement, and when probably 
the loss at the end of ten months would 
be £250,000, and about £300,000 for the 
year, it was difficult to be optimistic. The 
Senator professed amazement at the 
opinion that the clerical salaries would 
bear the 10 per cent. reduction. It had 
been shown that the Irish scale for fifth 
class clerks was £10 per annum, or 5 per 
cent., better than the British scale before 
the recent reductions in England. Now 
it was almost 10 per cent. better, and 
after a 10 per cent. reduction the clerks 
covered by this application would be left 
with an average salary of £4 per week, 
against 34s. 6d. per week pre-war. 


THE GUARANTEED DAY. 


Mr. Squance was anxious, Mr. Morton 
continued, about the guaranteed day. 
Very naturally so, because it added large 
sums of money, easily acquired, to the 
men’s weekly wages, and for which the 
companies could get no equivalent in 
labour. The special case that he quoted, 
where a substantial reduction of wages 
would result, exactly corroborated his 
(Mr. Morton’s) argument, because the 
Board would note that, when examined, 
Mr. Squance admitted that the weekly 
wage in the case quoted was about £7; 
and that was for a man whose 
normal rate with a guaranteed week 
of 48 hours was £4 10s. With 
great respect he urged upon the Board 
the necessity for relief in regard to this 
guaranteed day, and he would suggest, 
without any authority for doing so, that if 
the guaranteed day were abolished the 
men could be amply safeguarded by con- 
tinuing the guaranteed week pay for 48 
hours, no matter how many less hours 
than 48 were worked and no matter how 
many idle days intervened. Overtime 
would be paid for time in excess of 48 
hours, and Sunday would be extra to the 
guaranteed week. 

As to the counter-proposals made by the 
National Union of Railwaymen, the reply 
of the companies -was in the main a 
repetition of the companies’ claim for a 10 
per cent. reduction. To that there were 
counter-proposals by the N.U.R., in which 
they a peo to have blown the horn on 
a high-pitéhed note. The companies 
strongly resisted the counter-claims, as 
they believed that they would cost the 
companies over half a million per year. 


Some members of.the Board, he said, 
had pressed Mr. Watters to know what 
the cost would be, and he was afraid that 
Mr. Watters’ reply was entirely vague 
and unconvincing. Each of the railway 
companies had got out the cost on its own 
particular line. 


THREE NORTHERN LINES. 


The Board was aware of the parlous 
condition of the Londonderry and Lough 
Swilly Railway, which only continued to 
exist by the help of the subsidies of the 
Northern and Southern Governments, 
which alone would be obliged to pay, if 
the counter-proposals were granted, a sum 
of £12,000 a year. The Belfast and 
County Down Company, whose financial 
position had been recently ably presented 
to the Board by Mr. Minnis, and which 
was barely able to carry on with the aid 
that the Board ha dgranted would be in- 
creased by £26,462. The Northern 
Coynties’ Committee, which suffered an 
actual loss on working last year of 
£19,000, would be required to pay in 
additional wages £59,686. The Great 
Southern Railways would require an extra 
third of a million, and the Great Northern 
would have to pay £120,000 extra a year. 

Mr. Morton went on to say that the 
proposals involved the inclusion of 86 
varying grades and classes in one standard 
rate of pay. There would be no incentive 
for these men to qualify for the more 
responsible positions. The whole effect 
would be chaotic unless the intentions 
were to grade up the staff, maintaining 
the present differential, in which case the 
cost would reach at least £70,000 a year. 


THE TRAFFIC RECEIPTS. 


The counterclaims of the National Union 
of Railwaymen were further opposed by the 
companies because the fall in the traffic 
receipts would not allow of any additional 
expenditure on wages. The companies 
would be unable further to reduce rates 
and fares to retain traffic, and the Unions 
would thus defeat their own ends by com- 
pelling a reduction oí staff and imposing 
a swift demise on the goose which was -till 
laying the golden eggs. As he had 
endeavoured to prove to the Board, in his 
opening statement, the present perceniage 
and money additions to the railway wages 
were substantially higher than in other 
industries, when compared with pre-war 
rates. In the present wave of depression 
in trade when the wages and salaries in all 
occupations were being reduced it was un- 
reasonable to put forward proposals of this 
kind to the Irish railways which were 
engaged in a struggle for existence. 

If he might say with due respect, the 
the very union—nay, the representatives 
of the N.U.R.—who, as members of the 
British National Wages Board, had con- 
curred in a unanimous finding of that 
Board, which involved a reduction of about 
5 per cent. from wages in Great Britain, 
had the courage—he would almost use the 
words of Mr. Squance—had the audacity 
to come to Ireland with proposals which 
sought to impose on the poorer Irish lines, 
Wage increases varying from to 30 to 50 
per cent. over present rates.

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THE EARTHQUAKE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Srr,—In reading the account of the earth- 
quake in your paper to-day I was surprised 
to find that, except for the record of earth 
tremors on the seismograph at Rathfarnham 
Castle, nothing of it had been noticed in 
Dublin. On that account I feel that I ought 
to give you my own experience. I was lying 
quietly in bed on Saturday night, not yet 
ro one to sleep, when suddenly my bed, 
or rather the floor under my bed, jumped, 
and things in my room rattled. I sat up 
and found that my bed and seemingly the 
whole house were quivering. I felt, before 
I had time to think about it, that it was 
strange that no noise accompanied this move- 
ment. There was no wind, no sound of any- 
thing falling, no heavy lorry ing. 
Besides, the vibration was rather different 
from that which would be caused by any of 
these things. It was a finer, quicker, more 
delicate vibration, and, after the first bump 
upwards, the motion seemed to be horizontal 
—that is, my bed vibrated from side to side, 
and the house frontwards and backwards. 
The house faces south-south-east and north- 
north-west. 

For a second I thought that, if I were 
anywhere abroad, I should feel frightened— 
I should think that this was the beginning of 
an earthquake. Right on top of this thought 
came ‘the thought of the kitchen boiler— 
perhaps, the boiler had exploded and the 
vibration was caused by steam. I jumped 
up, switched on the light and ran down 
stairs, but I found only dead silence inside 
the house and outside. The quivering had 
stopped by this time. I looked at my watch. 
It was exactly 1.25 by it, but it may not 
have been quite right. The vibration did not 
stop suddenly. It seemed rather to fade 
away. 
for about two full minutes, but it may have 
been more or less than this.—Yours, etc.,

FELT IN DUBLIN. 


TREMBLING WALLS 
AND RATTLING

It is now revealed that the earthquake 
shock, which was experienced in Northern 
England in the early hours of Sunday morn- 
ing was also distinctly felt between Dublin 
and Kingstown, 

As is already known the disturbance was 
recorded by the seismograph at Rathfarnham 
Castle, but apparently the shock was also 
sufficient to awake many residents along the 
Dublin coast. Random inquiries made yes- 
terday show that over a dozen people in 
the Sandymount district were awakened at 
30 a.m. on Sunday morning to find the 
walls of their rooms trembling as though 
from the effects of heavy artillery fire. Doors 
and windows rattled. and in one case a 
dressing-table mirror, which had been 
firmly propped to stay at a par- 
ticular angle, owas dislodged from 
its position. In another instance a man 
wa ssuddenly awakened to find the door of 
his room swinging open and every article of 
furniture shaking. - Thinking that there were 
burglars in the room and that the weight 
of their moving bodies was the cause of the 


noise and of the trembling, he leapt out of 


bed and seized a fire-iron, calling on the 
intruders to stand where they 
were. en he switched on the electric 
ight, however, he found himself alone. 

At Booterstown, a local family awakened 
by what they described as ‘‘the house 
shuddering,’’ found their cat rushing madly 
around the house and were unable to calm 
the animal until dawn broke.

GEOLOGIST LAUGHS AT 
PESSIMISTS. 

Sir John Flett, Director of Geological Sur- 
vey of Great Britain and of the Museum of 
Practical Geology, set at rest yesterday the 
fears of those le who have imagined that 
England will become a centre of terrifying 
and destructive earthquakes. There need be 
no tremors at the thought of impending 
quakes. 

Sir John laughed at the idea that huge 
areas of the country might open and buildings 
crash into gaping caverns. He was equally 
amused zt the suggestion that the sea might 
rise and swallow up some ‘of our coastal 
towns. 

The real truth is that there may not be 
another noticeable earthquake in this country 
for a hundred or perhaps two hundred years. 

“There never has been a really destructive 
earthquake in Great Britain,’’ said Sir John. 
“There is no cause for any public alarm.”’ 


DAMAGE AT LINCOLN. 


CRACKS IN CHAPTER 
HOUSE. 


Investigation made yesterday of the 
Chapter House adjoining Lincoln Cathedral 
revealed that cracks had been widened half 
an inch as a result of the earthquake, but 
the fabric of the cathedral was undamaged. 

““ Tell-tales’’—patches of cement placed 
over cracks in the wall—were broken in 
twenty places in the structure of the Chapter 
House. 

. R. FY Godfrey, clerk of works, said 
to a reporter last night: ‘‘It is rather a 
serious matter for a building like the Chapter 
House to move half an inch, as happened 
in this case; for some of the cracks are

PROTEST AGAINST 
GUILLOTINE.

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 
HEN the House of Commons this 
evening went into Committee on 
the Finance Bill it was faced with thirty- 
one pages of amendments, the greater 
“Seb gee of which dealt with the proposed 
and valuation and taxation. Ten days, 
under the guillotine motion, are to be 
‘given to the Committee stage. 

At the outset Captain Bourne invited 
the. House to divide the bill into two 
parts, separating the land tax proposals 
from the rest of the measure, but the 
Speaker ruled that this could not be done 
under the terms of the guillotine resolu- 
tion. 

The House having gone into Committee, 
some discussion took place on an amend- 
ment, moved by Sir Lambert Ward, to 
exclude turpentine and white spirits from 
the operation of the petrol tax. It was 
argued that the tax would be placing an 
unfair burden on the raw materials used 
in paint, varnish and kindred manu- 
factures. The plea for exemption was sup- 
ported by Commander Kenworthy, Labour 
member for Central Hull, but Mr. 
William Graham (President of the Board 
of Trade) said that the Government was 
unable to agree to a proposal which would 
reduce the revenue by at least half a 
million. 

The amendment was rejected by 196 
votes to 141. 

Having failed on the amendment, Sir 
Lambert Ward moved to reduce to one 
penny the proposed increased duty of 2d. 
on petrol. On this occasion Mr. Graham, 
who resisted the amendment, had the 
support of Sir S. Chapman, Conservative 
member for South inburgh, who said 
that the heavier the tax on petrol, the 
greater would be the effort to succeed in 
the project of extracting oil from coal. 
That line of argument, however, was not 
pursued by Mr. Graham, whose objection 


loss of revenue. 

The amendment was rejected without a 
division. 

AGRICULTURAL PLEA. 

Mr. Wardlaw Milne proposed to exempt 
from the tax light oils used for agricul- 
tural purposes. In supporting the amend- 
ment, Captain Gunston said that, by 
accepting it, Mr. Graham would do more 
good for agriculture than Dr. Addison 
would do in fifty years. Mr. Graham 
pointed out that farmers already enjoyed 
certain advantages under Schedule B of 
the income tax, and in recent years they 
had had all sorts of grants and subsidies. 
Neither the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
nor himself liked this taxation, but they 
had to raise the revenue. 

The amendment was rejected by 251 
votes to 209, and the clause was passed. 

Clause 2, which amends the scale of 
duties on motor bicycles, was also carried 
without a division. 


INCOME TAX. 


On the income tax clause, Mr. Hugh 
O’Neill moved to reduce the standard rate 
from 4s. 6d. to 4s. The interests of in- 
dustrial development, he said, demanded 
some reduction, and that soon. Sir E. 
Hilton Young, in supporting the amend- 
ment, said that high income tax was 
working infinite mischief in our economic 
life. The higher the direct burden on 
productive industry the more difficult it 
would be found to produce sufficient 
revenue to maintain the social services. 
His alternative suggestion was revenue by 
tariffs. 

Mr. A. M. Samuel remarked that, as 
the position now stood, everyone had to 
work three months in the year for the tax 
collector. The Socialists were always 
talking about dividing up wealth, but 
they never made any proposals for in- 
creasing wealth. Either wealth must be 
increased or the standard of living must 
go down. 

Mr. W. Graham said that to take six- 
pence off the income tax would cost twenty 
millions on the current year and twenty- 
six millions in a full year. That was 
sufficient r_ason for declining to accept the 


‘amendment. 


The amendment was rejected by 269 
votes to 196. 

Clause 6, which provides for the pay- 
ment of three-quarters of the income tax 
in January, was carried under the guillo- 
tine. 

On the motion to report progress, Major 
Elliot protested against the Government's 
‘‘ arrogant contempt for the minority,’ 
and said that they would have to answer 
to the country. 

The debate was adjourned.

“ If," says the Baltimore Sun, “the United 
States, acting on account of an interest in 
Allied debt payments, which are, in economic 
fact, provided by Germany, or on account of 
the broader interest in world rehabilitation, 
should make a move toward co-operation in 
easing Germany through this crisis—if it 
should act with no more worthy motive than 
that which prompts a salesman to an interest 
in the health of his customers—the present 
ciisis might be surmounted in fair order. For 
the United States the German move towards 
reparations revision vides a vital test of 
statesmanchip. If the United States sits 
t ht, mouthing phrases of 1917, instead of 
taking an active part in pulling Germany 
through, there is considerable reason to 
that it may prove one of the major 
tragedies of the post-war period.”’

Mr. Lyons, who sponsored a successful 
internal loan during Mr. Scullin’s absence 
at the Imperial Conference, said that he 
believed a properly organised appeal to 
hondholders would be most successful. 
“ Every time Australia’ has been called 
upon to make a great sacrifice she has 
made it,” he said. ‘‘We should appeal 
to the people to convert voluntarily.’’ 


A SUPER INCOME TAX. 


Mr. Scullin said that advice from the 
city was that there would be a better 
spirit towards the loan if no penalties 
were proposed, but they should reserve the 
right to impose a super income tax in the 
event of non-conversion. That was only 
possible by agreement with the Opposition. 

Mr. Latham: pointed out that the pro- 
posed compulsory interest reduction would 
not be regarded as a bona fide proposal 
to restore confidence, which was the Con- 
ference’s objective. 

Later the Conference discussed with the 
Opposition leaders in committee the pro- 
posed economies. 

At the outset of to-day’s sitting Mr. 
Lyons, speaking for the Opposition repre- 
sentatives, said that they welcomed the 
opportunity for consultation, and were 
prepared to examine jointly any of the 
Government's proposals, being sincerely 
desirous of giving real help. They would 
like to ask Mr. Scullin what was the real 
position, accurately stated ; what guarantee 
was there that economies would actually 
be made by both the Commonwealth and 
the States; what New South Wales pro- 
posed to do in respect of her proposals for 
the non-payment of interest, and what was 
the position in regard to the £1,700,000 
for which the New Souta Wales Govern- 
ment was being sued.

SCATHING REPORT OF 
COMMISSION. 
— 


DISTRICT MAGISTRATE 
CENSURED. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NAINI TAL, UNITED PROVINCES, 


Monday. 


A DEATH roll of between four and 
five hundred persons as the result of 
the terrible communal riots at Cawnpore 
in March is admitted in the report of the 
Commission of Inquiry, which was issued 
here to-day. ae 

The Commission considers that the main 

causes of this great loss of life were the 
inadequacy of the police forces in Cawn- 
pore, and the failure to discharge their 
duties, and comments severely on “ the 
lack of supervision, and indifference of 
their immediate superiors. . 
The Commission points out that it was 
the burning of the temvle and mosque 
in Merton road at the beginning of the 
outbreak on March 24th which “ swept 
the riot out of control,” and says that :t 
was the failure of the authorities to deal 
with the situation during this period 
which led to the rapid spread of the 
trouble. 

The: Commission considers that if the 
district magistrate, Mr. Sale, had acted 
more quickly he could have saved both 
temple and mosque, and that he was 
“fatally slow” in appreciating the 
seriousness of the situation; for he had 
been warned, like other district magis- 
trates, that the execution of the agitator 
Bhagat Singh at Lahore on March 23rd 
for murder and treason, and the hartal 
(strike) proclaimed in his honour, follow- 
ing the existing bitterness and tension 
bétween the Moslems and Hindus,) would 
be likely to lead to an immediate out- 
break. 


PASSIVE POLICE. 

Several instances in which murder, 
arson and looting went on while the 
police were in close proximity, are re- 
corded by the Commission, who remark 
that it is very strange that none of 
them found occasion to fire, though the 
Deputy Superintendent, Onkar Singh, not 
only quelled a disturbance, but arrested 
fifty persons, while only eight other 
persons were arrested during the three 
days of the rioting. 

The Commission concludes that this in- 
activity of the police points to lack of 
leaders possessing drive and energy, and 
states that the tragedy of the situation 
was the inadequate appreciation of the 
situation by the local authorities and their 
failure to protect the lives and property 
of the people. 

Strong comments on the inadequacy and 
out-of-dateness of the police force, in view 
of the increase in population and size of 
Cawnpore, are also made. 

It is pointed out that many of the men 
were on duty for over thirty hours, whilst 
there was also conspicuous failure on the 
part of the honorary magistrates to realise 
their responsibilities. 


GOVERNOR’S COMMENT. 


tí 


The report is accompanied by a “ resolu- 
tion ” of the Governor in Council replying 
to the Commission’s remarks. This 
‘‘resolution,’’ while paying a tribute to 
the conscientiousness and devotion of the 
District Magistrate, Mr. Sale, accepts the 
Commission’s findings that he failed to 
appreciate the real seriousness of the 
situation, and considers that it will not be 
possible for him to remain in charge of 
the district. . 

The Governor also suggests the holding 
of a departmental inquiry into the charges 
brought against other officials, but points 
out that the police had to face a sudden 
communal outbreak of “ unexampled 
ferocity,’ and were temporarily over- 
whelmed. 

In conclusion the Governor promises 
that, in accordance with the Inspector- 
General’s request, the police forces in 
Cawnpore will be strengthened, and 
measures will be taken to ensure co-opera- 
tion between the civil and military authori- 
fres in the case of future disturbances. 


EYE-WITNESS’S STORY OF 
REIGN OF TERROR. 


From Revuter’s Corresronpent. 
CAWNPORE, Monday. 

A graphic account of the troubles in 
Cawnpore is given by a European who 
was present in the city during the disturb- 
ances. 

' The feeling prevails here that the full 
story of the riets has not been told, and 
will never be told,’* he says. 

In ‘the words of “fr. Barron, joint 
magistrate of Cawnpore, ‘‘the outbreak 
spread throughout the city like a wild 
flame, and in a few hours it had held the 
entire city im its grip, and the horrors 
that were committed day by day eclipse 
any that are associated with the mutiny.”’ 

In the dark days of fear and fury, this 
European says, the people lost their 
rationality as human beings and became 
fiends of hate and revenge. Innocent 

ple were massacred in cold blood. 

undreds of houses were systematically 
set fire to and gutted, mosques and 
temples were wrecked and razed to the 
grou nd, and every ghoulish act was com- 
mitted in broad daylight without the least 
fear of punishment.

T was with some little trepidation— 
| certainly on my part, and, I do not doubt, 
on George’s—that we prepared to take 
the Sob Sister down river to the sea. True, 
George is skilled in navigation, and I have 
read considerably on the subject; but there

At all events, there lay the Sob Sister. 
lifting gently to the tide (heaving, said 
captious critics, but that is a matter ot 
opinion, and | refer all disputants to George, 
who 1s a jealous George). Viewing her from 
the wall. 1 cast away fear, BAI out, our 
whole pian of action in my mind. It was All 
very simple. The Sob Sister was moored, in 
readiness for departure, with a single cabie 
from her stern. 1, forward, would switch on 
the magneto, perform a few simple opera- 
tions with the carburetter, swing up the 
starting-handie, and, with a low growl, the 
engine would leap into life. Having allowed 
a moderate time for Mr. Ford to warm up, 
George would cast -off the stern mooring, 
shove the tiller-handle hard to starboard, and 
give me the word. Whereat, with a neat flick 
of the wrist, 1 would pull the gear-jever into 
position for ‘‘ ahead ’’—and the voices of 
ilLese upon the wall would become fainter 
and still more faint as we glided imper- 
turbably down the placid stream. 

Such, at least, was the programme. | 
think it must have been the faces upon the 
wall that brought about the first hitch. | 
only know that from the moment I set foot 
upon the Sob Sister (who, from within, both 
looked and felt her tree and a half tons) the 
wall was fringed with faces—faces of every 
sort and shape, “like only in the curious 
intensity with which they were trained upon 
the Sob Sister. Mr. Aldous Huxley tells 
somewhere of one rg ee Y who painted an 
arena, in the midst of which stood a single 
cowering man, while from above, tier upon 
tier, thousands of stony faces gazed, silent 
and awful, on him. I felt as that lone figure 
must have felt. 

It was, I think, the beginning of our 
demoralisation when that wall of faces 
brought back my memory to the day before. 

DANSE NAUTIQUE. 

On the day before, having a skilled 
engineer to do the dirty work, we had passed 
a perfect afternoon. The skilled engineer had 
seen to the engine; George, perched upon the 
stern-rail, controlled the tiller-handle with 
his foot, and I, having nothing left to do, 
had stuck a pipe between my teeth, 
reposed my elbows on the cabin-top, and 

azed sternly seaward like a master mariner. 

he main part of our cruise had been 
triumphant; for where we had looked for 
five knots we had got ten, and the Sob 
Sister, despite her reputed unsteadiness, had 
balanced a glass of water on her deck-house 
without spilling a drop. It was on the home- 
ward journey, howeyer, that vaulting ambi- 
tion let us down. Instead of gliding rest- 
fully into our berth under the wall, we had 
decided to career at full speed up the river 
and under O'Connell Bridge, thereafter to 
turn and approach our berth, amid admiring 
plaudits, from upstream. Unfortunately, the 
river was slack, and our turning had been 
attended with calamity. Lifting my eyes in 
agony as the Sob Sister ran aground with 
the easy grace that is distinctively hers, I 
had seen half Dublin in a surging, seething, 
grinning mass upon the wall. 

The memory of those scornffl eyes re- 
turned with shattering force to George and

I bent and 
swung the handle; then, recovering, re 
called that the ignition had not been 
switched on. This simple error having been 
rectified, and George, in a lucid moment, 
having turned the cock of the tank, 
so that a modicum of the vital fluid might 
reach the engine, I addressed myself a second 
time to the task of swinging, which our 
skilled engineer on the previous afternoon 
had assured us would be child’s play. “ No 
need to swing it,” he had said. '' Just s 
ull up, and you are off.” As I gathered 
bus, he had omitted to tell us that certain 
complicated adjustments of the throttle were 
necessary before the pull up could show any 
effect. Logic, however, suggested some- 
thing of the sort to George, who amused 
himself as I swung by waggling the throttle 
to anl fro with a piece of wire.

Even with the 
limited knowledge at our command, it would 
have been no trouble to extricate ourselves if 
we could have got into reverse gear; we could 
simply have backed her out mid-stream like 
a car coming out of a lane. But one of the 
engine s little idiosyncrasies, was that it 
would start only when in forward gear. The 
handle. to reach reverse position, had to pass 
through neutral, and as sure as it got into 
neutral the engine stopped. Panic seized me 
as the Sol Sister's stern completed the 
quarter circle. She now lay directly across 
river, and proceeded to drift slowly down, 
beam on. I knew then what men feel like en 
a derelict. 

Here George took command. With a

Dolan, T.D., Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, 
at Finglas, ‘County Dublin, yesterda 
evening. The aerodrome is the new head- 
quarters of the Jona National Airways and 
Flying School, Limited, of which Mr. Hugh 
Cahill is the managing director. 

Mr. Cahill must be congratulated on iis 
efforts to establish civil aviation in this 
country. For many years the Irish Free 
State has lagged benind other countries of 
the world in this respect. Until Mr. Cahill 
established the Iona National Airways there 
was no air taxi service here, although the 
Irish Aero Club were always prepared to 
use their machines as air taxis. 

Mr. Cahill has selected a fine field which, 
with some alterations that he proposes to 
make, will make an excellent sr ete in 
which big machines will be able to land 
and take off. He has constructed a hangar 
that can hold twenty aeroplanes, in addition 
to a large club-house, where ground instruc- 
tion will be given to the members of the 
fiying school. 

The aerodrome is fully staffed and is in 
charge of a competent pilot, Mr. M. F. 
Coogan, who was, up to a short time ago, 
an officer in the Hoes State Army Air 
Corps. Mr. Coogan has been flying for 
several years, and has a first-class record. 


ANYWHERE IN IRELAND. 


At present Iona National Airways has 
three light aeroplanes, all D.H. Moths. 
They will be ta for air taxi work in Ire- 
land, and also for the purpose of instructing 
the pupils of the flying school © 

At a moment's notice it will be possible 
now to charter an aeroplane for a fast 
journey anywhere in this country. No 
cross-Channel work, however, will be under- 
taken until the new tri-engined passenger 
aeroplane, for which Mr. Cahill is 
negotiating, arrives.

LEAGUE COMMISSION’S 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


From REUTER'8 CORRESPONDENT. 


JERUSALEM, Monday. 
NOTABLE step was made to-day to- 
wards a Ea oí o. the difficult 
problem of the historic ‘‘ Wailing Wall” 
in Palestine, which has caused acute dis- 
sensions between Arabs and Jews, and in 
1929 led to serious rioting. 

The Commission appointed by the 
British Government, with the approval of 
the League of Nations, declares that the 
sole ownership of the Wall belongs to the 
Moslems, while the Jews should have free | 
access to it for the purpose of devotion at 
all times under definite conditions regard- 
ing the appurtenances of worship allowed. 

The Commission consisted of three dis- 
tinguished foreigners—M. Eliel Lofgren, 
formerly Swedish Foreign Minister; M. 
Charles Bardem, a Swiss judge, and M. 
(. J. Van Kempen, formerly Governor of 
the East Coast of Sumatra. 

The High Commission to-day issued a 
proclamation bringing into force the 
Palestine Western (or “ Wailing’) Wall 
Order in Council, and the Official Gazette

It is laid down that the Jews are not 
to blow the Ram’s Horn (Shofar) near the 
Wall, nor cause any other disturbance to 
the Moslems that is avoidable, and that 
the Moslems must not annoy the Jews 
during their devotions. 

The Moslems are not to construct or 
build any edifice, or to demolish or repair 
any building adjacent to the Wall so as 
to encroach on the pavement or interfere 
with the Jews during their devotional 
visits. 

POLITICS BANNED. 

Political speeches or utterances or de- 
monstrations of any kind whatever are 
prohibited. 

It is to be a matter of common interest 
to Moslems and Jews alike that the Wall 
should not be disfigured by having any 
engravings or inscriptions placed upon it 
or by having nails or similar objects 
driven into it, and also that the pavement 
should be kept clean and be properly 
respected by Moslems and Jews alike. 

Owing to the Wali’s character as a 
historical monument, its fitting mainten- 
ance shall be trusted to the [Palestine 
Administration, so that any repairs to. it 
that may be necessary shal] be carried out 
by them and under their supervision, 
though only after consultation with the 
Supreme Moslem Council. 

he Commission points out that the 
contentious problem does not owe its 
existence to two different conceptions re- 
garding a standard of law that both the 
contending parties recoguise and accept. 
On the contrary, it has arisen out of an 
existing inccgnpatibility in actual prin- 
ciples of right and religious faith, and 
is all the more far-reaching in character 
from each of the parties’ being of the firm 
conviction that the issue of the conten- 
tion will affect interests that are for the 
ideal moment and which they cannot 
forego. 

MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING. 

The Commission ventures to entertain 
the hope that, having regard to the actual] 
position of affairs and of what is de- 
pendent thereupon, both Moslems ard 
Jews will accept the mutual understand- 
ing that is so important for the further- 
ance of a common interest of the parties 
in Palestine and for ensuring a peaceable 
development in the world at large.

SIR ROBERT MONCREIFFE. 

Colonel Sir Robert D. Moncreiffe, Bart., 
died in Perth yesterday afternoon. He con- 
tracted a chill a week ago, when attending 
the Black Watch Church parade, and 
pneumonia developed. Sir Robert was the 
eighth Baronet of Moncreiffe. Born in 1856, 
he succeeded his father, Sir Thomas, in 1879. 
For many years he was identified with the 
volunteer movement in Perthshire, and subse- 
quently with the Black Watch Territorials. 

Although over age, he joined up at the 
outbreak of war. and served for a period as 
Commanding Officer of the 6th Black Watch 
Battalion Territorials. For many years he 
had been one of the most prominent figures 
in the public life of Perthshire. 

Sir Rohert was at one time an A.D.C. to 
to the King. 

Sir Robert and Lady Moncreiffe celebrated 
their golden wedding in April of last vear, 
when thev received presentations from their 
Perthshire tenantry. 


STR FREDERICK MILNER. 

Sir Frederick Milner died yesterday morn- 
ing at his home at Taplow. He has been 
i] with peritonitis for nearly a week. 

The deceased baronet will be remembered 
chiefly for the work he did for the men 
broken in the war. Born on November 7, 
1849. he was the seventh holder of a 
baronetcy created in 1716, in which he suc- 
ceeded his brother in 1880. He entered 
Parliament as M.F. for York, which he re- 
presented from 1883 to 1885. Once more | 
he obtained a seat in the House, when he 
was elected Conservative member for the 
Bassetlaw Division of Notts in 1890. That 
seat he represented until 1906, taking part 
altogether in four contests. 

Sir Frederick's identification with the 
cause of the ex-Service men began when he 
joined in the protests against the smal] pen- 
sions awarded after the South African War. 
At the beginning of the Great War, when 
the Rova!l Commissioners at Chelsea, who 
were responsible for the administration of 
pensions, were unable to deal with the huge 
numbers of disabled men. Sir Frederick 
raised money at the rate of £60,009 a year 
to help urgent cases. As the result of his 
efforts the Ministry of Pensions was estab- 
lished. 

Subsequently Sir Frederick devoted all his 
energy particularly to the fighting men 
suffering from the severer forms of neuras- 
thenia and mental breakdown. He was 
founder and president of the Ex-Services 
Welfare Society, which exists to aid al! 
ranks of His Majesty’s forces. and earned 
for himself the names of “ The Soldiers’ ard 
Sailors’ Friend,’’ and “ The Ex-Service man’s 
( hen íon.” 

So hard, indeed, did he work that his own 
health became imnaired. His eyesight was

Unemployment insurance must of 
necessity be supplemented by some system 
of finding employment for workers, said 
the Belgian Government delegate, and he 
advocated sacrificing immediate benefits 
for future advantages.
